TCA FETES MAURICE CHEVALIER — MAURICE CHEVALIER, < world-famous 
entertainer, celebrated 60 years of show business and part of his 75th birthday over the 
North Atlantic aboard a Trans-Canada Air Lines’ DC-8 jetliner Sept. 12. A surprise 
party with all the trimmings was given him aboard the aircraft by passengers wearing 
paper leis and straw hats and singing Happy Birthday, as the jet winged its way from 
Montreal to Paris. Mr. Chevalier was presented with a fifteen-pound cake featuring an 
apple, a straw hat and a cane, a telegram of good wishes from TCA’s President and the 
company’s Board of Directors and employees, and a hand-crafted ceramic map of 
Canada. As the aircraft approached the coast of France September 12 and dawn 
broke on his 75th birthday, Mr. Chevalier made a broadcast direct from the aircraft to 
major European radio networks over a special wave length arranged for the occasion.

Downtown Streets Untidy 

The trash barrels supplied by the Vulcan Lions 
Club and located at strategic points in the downtown 
area of Vulcan are being used — but not to the ex¬ 
tent they should be. 

It may be carelessness or thoughtlessness, but 
the discarding of candy wrappers and cigarette pack¬ 
ages on the sidewalk or street when a trash barrel is 
ony a few steps away is far too common a sight. 

All the trash thus thrown away generally ends 
up in the gutter on the south side of Centre Street, 
blown there by the wind, and gives a general air of 
untidiness to the business section. The town public 
works crew occasionally sweeps up the trash and 
carts it away and some businessmen have the com¬ 
mendable habit of cleaning up that portion of the 
gutter in front of their business places, but if visitors 
and our own residents would just make greater use 
of the trash barrels there would be a great improve¬ 
ment in the appearance of the downtown streets. 

Warnings and fines for littering could be imposed 
but the results would not likely be worth the ani¬ 
mosity that could be thus created. The purchase of 
a small street sweeping machine such as is used in 
car parkades in Calgary or the cleaning of the gutters 
at least once a week by the town crew seems to be 
the only sure solution to the problem of keeping the 
downtown streets neat and tidy.

FALL SPRAYING ON FALLOW 

Western farmers who have 
fields in fallow face a rather com¬ 
plex problem at this time of year. 
On the one hand, they want to 
do everything possible to weaken 
or kill the weeds on their fallow, 
particularly the perennial weeds. 
On the other hand, they are aware 
that thorough, late cultivation is 
likely to leave their fallow fields 
vulnerable to wind and water 
erosion. 

Certainly many farmers have 
cause for concern as soil drifting 
reached almost the proportions of 
the dirty 30’s in some areas of the 
Prairie Provinces last spring, while 
in other areas water erosion caus¬ 
ed soil losses which will reduce the 
productive capacity of many fields 
for years to come. A solution to 
the problem lies in doing a good 1 
job of weed control without leav¬ 
ing the fallow field vulnerable to 
wind and water erosion. 

More and more farmer are com¬ 
bining chemical sprays and culti¬ 
vation in their fallow program. 
The results have been encourag¬ 
ing. One application of 2,4-D at 
about 16 ounces per acre has ef¬ 
fectively replaced two to three 
cultivations and the results, parti¬ 
cularly on perennial weeds, such 
as Canada and Sow Thistle, have 
been very encouraging. Using 
chemicals to replace cultivation 
has several important advantages. 
It requires less time to spray a 
field than to cultivate it. Spraying 
does not destroy trash and stubble 
and thus leaves more material on 
the fallow to reduce the danger of 
erosion. Where a spray application 
replaces two or more cultivations 
the cost of fallowing is consider¬ 
ably reduced. 

Where perennial weeds such as 
Canada and Sow Thistle are pre¬ 
sent on a fallow this fall, and 
particularly where the trash is 
light and there is a danger of 
erosion, the use of 2,4-D spray 
rather than more cultivation

their thistle problems under control. W. Lobay, 
Supervisor of Soils and Weed Control with the Al¬ 
berta Department of Agriculture, reports a recent 
spot check in several areas showed definite evidence 
that these efforts are bearing fruit. 

However, there are still many summerfallow 
fields, roadsides and uncultivated areas which are be¬ 
ing neglected. If allowed to continue this way, these 
infestations will be potential sources of trouble to 
neighbors who have conscientiously done their share 
to eradicate thistles on their own properties. 

It is still not too late to do a good job on thistle 
control says Mr Lobay. Many of the “late comers” 
can be prevented from producing viable seed. Equally 
important is the fact that thistle control now will 
prevent the plants from storing food reserves in their 
roots which is essential for the new growth upon 
which they depend for producing their food. By strik¬ 
ing the plants now you are giving them a “double

Thirty-five years ago on the 
2,400-acre prairie farm of .James 
Wyatt near Vulcan, was bom 
Kate, a Clydesdale mare. 

She was the first member of 
what was to become undoubtedly, 
the oldest four-horse team in the 
world, and one which continuously 
worked together all their lives.

The mares are from the same 
dam, different sires; a curious 
fact neither produced colts. The 


geldings are from the same sires, 
different dams. 

HARI) WORKERS 

This remarkable team worked 
together first on the Wyatt farm 
at Vulcan for 14 years. In these 
"young” days of their lives to¬ 
gether, the horsees plowed, drew 
binders, hauled grain, barley 
wheat, oats and hay to market. 

They worked from eight to ten 
hours a day during their first 20 
years. Then, they were “promoted" 
to lead some of the 16-horse 
teams used for long grain hauls, 
before tractors became commonly 
accepted on the farm. 

FOND OF ALL 

Owner Wyatt speaks with great 
pride and affection about his won¬ 
derful four-horse team. "Bess has 


always been the best lead horse. 
She was outstanding in those 
early days of the long grain haul 
when 16 horses were used. In the 
bush, Scotty was notable for his 
intelligence in sled work. The four 
were always good nalured, getting 
along well together. The mares 
share a stall. So do the geldings. 

They are no longer used for 
work. 

“I’ve retired them” said Wyatt. 
"Beginning this year, they can 
loaf in pasture in summer, warm 
comfortable stalls in winter. But 
when called upon, they can still 
pull their weight.”

COMMUNITY AND RECREATION CENTRE 


In the accompanying box to the right is the general wording of a pledge 
form soon to familiar be to Vulcan and district residents. This pledge form in¬ 
dicates the point of progress which has been reached by a dedicated group of 
town and district men and women who for almost two years, have been plan¬ 
ning and working towards a goal of an extensive renovation of the Vulcan 
arena into a community and recreation centre. 

First step is artificial ice for which the coming drive is aimed. Eventu¬ 
ally it is planned that urgently needed banquet and auditorium facilities will 
be included in the lay-out. Then, with cement floor under the artificial ice, pro¬ 
vision can be made for 4-H s hows, ro ller skating, Scout-G uide activities, basket¬ 
ball, Badminton, bingo, dances and other activities with the whole project being 
at one location for year-around use. This is the ultimate objective. 

A group is presently formed which, when properly incorporated under 
the Societies Act, will be known as the Vulcan District Recreation Centre and 
in whose hands will fall the task of drawing up a final plan for the building 
and the responsibility of raising necessary funds with which to complete the 
task. 

Previous surveys have indicated strong general financial support will be 
forth-coming and with family contributions arranged as outlined on the pledge 
form it is felt the immediate objective of at least $50,000 will be reached. 

Although the Recreation committee is aware that a completely new build¬ 
ing affording modern design and structure would be the most satisfactory answer 
to the need for such a centre, this is considered beyond the present financial 
capabilities of the town. However assurance has been given by the Provincial 
building inspector that the arena is structurally sound and he recommends use 
of the building as it is now intended and has placed an equity in the present 
arena of $50,000. 

Its close proximity to most of Vulcan’s residential area is another factor 
not likely to be duplicated were it possible to finance a completely new centre, 
and the committee envisions ways of alleviating the parking problem which is 
one admitted drawback of the arena site. 

And so, the first step in the program, artificial ice, is about to get under¬ 
way and thus hasten the day when the vagaries of our winter weather and its 
effect on natural ice, will be eliminated.

quently at Bethany Chronic Hos¬ 
pital in Calgary, where he has 
lived since 1958, brought with her 
for the celebration a birthday cake 
in the form of an open book, 
which has been her custom since 
their marriage. 

Born in Pittsburgh in 1868, Mr. 
Clever moved with his family to 
Iowa three years later. In 1905 
he came to Alberta, taking up a 
homestead about 95 miles south 
of Calgary and in time acquiring 
more than two sections of land. 
A nearby settlement was officially 
called Cleverville but when the 
railway came through it was re¬ 
located and is now the village of 
Champion. The Cleverville Pioneer 
Club takes its name from this first 
settlement. With his farm well 
established, Mr. Clever branched 
out and later Interests included a 
real estate business and a car lot 
in Calgary and a garage in 
Champion. 

A life-long interest in baseball 
started before Mr. Clever came to 
Alberta. He played professional 
ball as a pitcher with the Des 
Moines, Iowa, team, and in those 
days it was not unusual to pitch 
two games in one day. It was 
under his coaching that Cham¬ 
pion’s Red Siler developed into an 
outstanding pitcher. The Stavely 
team of those years was coached 
by the famous Slim Haynes and 
there was a terrific rivalry be¬ 
tween the two teams.
